In 
view of this fad It is Interesting to read 
an ai tide which appears in the October 
number of Medical Talk for the Home on 
the peculiar Influence of different colors 
upon the body through the mind. “Pur¬ 
ple,” It Is stated, "is the most dungeious 
color, having a fatal effect upon the 
mind. If a person were confined for a 
month in a room with purple walls, with 
no color but purple around hrfn. by tbo 
end of the month he would be a mad¬ 
man, Scarlet 1s as bad. but lias a differ¬ 
ent effect. It produces a madness that 
drives a person to kill his friends, especi¬ 
ally his nearest relatives. Scarlet has 
something of this effect on animals. It 
will drive a bull or a tiger to desperation, 
causing them to fight till death. Blue 
has a drug-llke effect on th brain. It 
stimulates the brain and excites the im¬ 
agination. but if you get too much "f 
It nnd cannot get away from It. Its ef¬ 
fect i* terrible. Green Is the king of col¬ 
ors. It Is soothing In Its effect, preserves 
nnd strengthens the eyesight, and no 
amount or It can do any harm. The sky. 
which appears to be blue. Is really white, 
tinged with green, and it Is only the dis¬ 
tance and clearness that make it appear 
blue Green is so soothing that it helps 
the system to flght disease, and. there¬ 
fore. all sick rooms and hospital wards 
should have everything possible about 
them colored green. Sage green is the 
most soothing tint of all. Yellow is one 
of the healthiest and cheeriest colors 
there Is. and will make a dark room 
bright where even green would lx* cold 
nnd depressing. But solitary qpnfinement 
within a yellow tell for a month or six 
weeks would hopelessly weaken the sys¬ 
tem and produce chronic hysteria. Sheer, 
dead-white walls will destroy the eye*- 
sight in a short time, while the effect on 
the brain is so maddening that blindness 
is almost a relief. An example of this is 
found in the Arctic explorers, who have 
to wear green-tinted glasses to avoid 
snow blindness, which la really white 
blindness.”

Naval Reserve Volunteers.

Preparations for the inauguration of 
the new London Naval Reserve Volun¬ 
teers are being .energetically pushed for¬ 
ward, says Tho Daily Graphic, and be¬ 
fore very long the sloop Buzzard, which 
is being fitted out for her new duties In 
Chatham Dockyard, will take up her 
moorings at Uluckfriars Bridge. The 
Buzzr.rd. which Is a twin-screw veskcl. 
budt In 18.V*. Is being thoroughly over¬ 
hauled nnd fitted with quickfiring and 
machine guns of the latest pattern. When 
tho alterations are completed the marts, 
funnel nnd bridge will be removed, In 
order to allow the ship to pass under the 
London bridges, and these will be re¬ 
placed when she reaches her destination. 
Numbers of men have been already en¬ 
listed, and more come forward daily, 
many enthusiastic yachtsmen being 
among them. The lion, llupert Guin¬ 
ness. eldest son of Lord Ivengh. will com¬ 
mand the new body, lie Is well known as 
a yachtsman and an oarsman at iloniey. 
The Ixindon Division will consist of not 
fewer than five companies, and each com¬ 
pany of at least KiO men. Men are ex¬ 
pected to enlist for throe years to earn 
their capitation giant and first supply 
of kit. They must put in forty drills In 
the first year and twenty-four in every 
subsequent year, of not less than onp 
hour each. They may attend for this 
drill any night from 1 to 8 o’clock. There 
will he a cmlsc In some sea-going man- 
of-war, probably Just after the man¬ 
oeuvres every year. It will be optional 
for a man to take purl In this cruise, 
but one day's service at sea will count 
as five drills at-home. 

A Curious Watch. 

In one of the chief watchmaking es¬ 
tablishments in Zurich, says The London 
Globe, there Is to be seen a remarkable 
curiosity In the way of watch or clock 
making. The timepiece is in the form of 
a ball, which moves Imperceptibly down 
an inclined surface, without rolling The 
length of this inclined surface, which Is 
sixteen Inches long, is accomplished from 
top to bottom In tw'enty-four hours.

DEATH OF JOHN S. BLACK. 

We clip the following from the Sterling 
News-Argus, of last week : 

The residents of Stirling and vicinity 
were greatly shocked on Tuesday evening 
to hear of toe sudden death of Mr. John 8. 
Black, Village Clerk. Mr. Black had been 
ailing fsr a period of two years but his 
family bad no presentiment on Tuesday 
that the end was so near. On the morning 
of that day his condition assumed a oritical 
aspect. At 4 o’clock signs of approaching 
dissolution began to manifest themselves, 
and at 5.30 Mr. Black bad passed away. 

The late Mr. Black was the eldest sou of 
the late Rev. John Black, a native of 
Gorey, Ireland, and one of the best known 
of the pioneer Methodist clergymen of 
Canada. His mother was Margaret Byrne, 
a native of Arklow, Ireland. 

Mr. Black web born in St. Andrews, 
Quebec, on Feb. 15th, 1836. His early 
days were spent with his parents on the 
Methodist circuits in Ontario at which his 
father was stationed. He commenced his 
business ctreer in Prescott, later removing 
to Shannonviilc, where he entered the 
general store of Mr. Hiram Holden. He 
remained there until 1866, when be settled 
in Stirling, where he commenced business 
on his owu account. He continued in this 
business for some years, afterwards secur¬ 
ing an agency for this district for the 
Domiuion Piano and Organ Co. of Bow- 
manviHe. In 1882 he aocepted a position 
as accountant for the wholesale tea firm of 
Morgan, Davis, A Co , of Bowmanville. 
Two years later he rttarned to Surliog, 
having acoeptcd a position with W. 
Faulkner. On the death of the late Mr. 
Andrew Glass Ue was appointed Clerk of 
the village of Stirling, and Secretary of the 
School Board, both of which positions he 
held at the time of bis death. 

For a great many years Mr. Black was 
connected with the Masonic Order, and for 
some time acted as Secretary of the local 
lodge. 

In 1868 he married Ella Jane, daughter 
of the late James Monroe Mernman, Col¬ 
lector of Customs at Colbcrne, Out., by 
whom be had issue five sous and three 
daughters. Of the sons, four survive, and 
of the daughters, two. Besides his child¬ 
ren, Mr. Black leaves a wife to mourn his 
loss. 

Charles and Byrne Black, two sons of 
the deceased, reside in Napanee, and 
occupy positions with The Robinson Co. 
The many fnenis of the Messrs. Black in 
Napanee extend their heartfelt sympathy. 
Mr. Byrne Black this week received the 
following resolution of condolence from 
Argyll Lodge, of which be is a member :

Of these, three of Alrike 
nnd five of Red Clover w«»rc said to 
be Canadian grown. The analyses 
of the Canadian Alsike showed an 
average of 95.6 per cent of pure and 
germ in able feads The average of 
the three samples of Alsike which 
were said to be English grown was 
94.27 vent, and the one German 
grown sample included in the lot 
contained 84.72 i*r cent of pure 
and geiminable seeds The latter 
sample contained thirteen species of 
foreign seeds. 

j The average purity of the four¬ 
teen samples of Red Clover reeds 
in Great Britain was 98.6 and the 
average germination 92.3 per cent. 

| Tho Canadian grown samples were 
slightly lower in per cent of purity 
than those which were said to have 
been grown in England and Chile 
The average per cent, of purity of 
the five Canadian grown samples 
was 96 7 and the average j>er cent, 
of vitality 93.6. 

Comparing the quality of tho Can¬ 
adian grown seed obtained from le- 
tail dealers in Great Britain with 
that of the samples purchased from 
retail dealers in <’annde, it would 
seem that much of our be>t rcclean- 
ed Alsike and Red Clover seed is 
exported While it is desirable that 
the reputation of Canadian grown 
seeds be maintained In European 
markets, it is no less important that 
Canadian farmers should not be 
further -contaminated by the weed 
seeds remaining in the screenings and 
lower grades of seeds which arc left 
for the home trade

PASTEURIZING MILK. 

The chief advantages of pasteuris¬ 
ation for butter making are: 

[ 1. It destroys the germ life of 

milk or cream to a large extent, es¬ 
pecially when heated to 185 degrees, 
which is tho temperature to bo re¬ 
commended. A clean seed-bed is 
thus prepared for the proper germs 
to give fine flavor to the butter. 

2. It tends to eliminate stable and 
feed flavors from milk and cream, es¬ 
pecially with milk In winter. 

3. The ripening of the cream may 
he controlled by the butter maker, 
which is the important point in mak¬ 
ing good butter. 

4. In case of bad flavored milk, 
it enables the butter maker to im¬ 
prove very much the quality of his 
goods 

5. By the ''use of pure cultures 
(commonly called starters’) a more 
uniform quality is produced from 

j day to day throughout the year. 

| 6. The # letter possesses an im- 

| proved keeping quality, hence is bet¬ 
ter suited for the export trade, as 
our butter docs not reach the • con¬ 
sumer for from two to four weeks 
after being made. 

7. An improved quality of butter 
may be produced at cream gather¬ 
ing creameries by pasteurization of 
the cream when sweet. Tho pasteur¬ 
ization of sour cream is attended 
with more labor and difficulties, and 
the results are not so good. It is 
difficult to poateunze milk ar cream 
which contains more than 0 1 per 
cent, of acid. However, after natur¬ 
al coagulation takes place in the 
cream, which will be when it con¬ 
tains 0.4 to 0.6 per »ent. of acid, the 
work may be done fairly well, but 
is usually attended with considerable 
loss. 

I 8. There is less loss in the skim 
milk when the whole milk is pas¬ 
teurized Before separating, especial¬ 
ly In winter. We have used nearly 
oil the leading makes of separators 
for creaming hot milk Tho upper 
benring of the machine needs to be 
somewhat more loose than when put¬ 
ting through milk at a temperature 
of loo degrees, nnd plenty of good 
oil is required to lubricate the bear¬ 
ing when separating pnstuerized milk 

9. A better quality of skim milk 
may be returned to the farmers by 
sending it home hot. There is also 
less danger of spreading disease. Tn 
j Denmark all skim milk and buttor- 
; milk must be heated to 180 degrees 
before it is returned to the farmer 
,Thiirplan has materially lessened the 
spread of tuberculosis In that coun¬ 
try. Hydrogen peroxide is used to 
test whether the dairy products have J 
been pasteurized, and the law is rig¬ 
idly enforced. 

The disadvantages of past«urira- 
tioy are: 

1. The extra cost of labor and 
machinery to heat and afterward 
cool the milk or cream. A milk pas¬ 
teurizer that will heat milk for two 
power separators will cost 8150 to 
$200 

| 2. There is difficulty in pasteuriz¬ 

ing milk or cream which is over- 
i ripe and this may cause trouble in 
hot weather, when milk or cream is 
not properly cared for and cooled at 
the farm and is delivered in poor 
condition. 

8. Some trouble is experienced 
from the froth which rises on the 
milk as a result of heating. No 
practicable remedy for th s has yet 
been discovered. 

4. There is a tendency to lnck of 
flavor, and sometimes there is a 
slightly "cooked" flavor as a result 
of pasteurization. The cooked fla¬ 
vor usually disappears in less than 
two weeks. Lack of flavor is ob¬ 
jectionable in local markets.

"In reference to the grave charges 
made against the l^ito Sir Hector Mac¬ 
donald, we. the appointed and under- 
signed commissioners. Individually and 
• •olleeiively declare on oath that, after 
the most careful, minute and exhaustive 
inquiry and Investigation of the whole cir¬ 
cumstances and facts connected with the 
sudden and unexpected death of the late 
Sir Hector Macdonald, unanimously and 
unmistakably Hud absolutely no reason or 
crime whatsoever which would create, 
feelings such as would determine suicide 
in preference to conviction of any crime 
affecting ihc moral and Irreproachable 
cliar.ieJbr of so brave, so fearless, so 
glorloua and unparalleled a hero, and we 
firmly believe the cause which gave rise 
to the Inhuman and cruel suggestions <>C 
crime were prompted through vulgar feel¬ 
ings of spite and Jealousy In hi* rising So 
such a high rank of dislim lion in the 
British army; and. while we have taken 
ttie most reliable and trustworthy evi- 
donco from every accessible and conceiv¬ 
able source, have, without hesitation, 
pomo to the conclusion, that here Is not 
visible the slightest particle of truth In 
foundation of any crime; ^aml we find the 
late Sir Hector Macdonald has been 
cruelly assassinated by vile and slander¬ 
ing tongues. While honorably acquitting 
the late Sir Hector Macdonald of any 
charge whatever, we cannot but deplore 
the rad circumstance* of the case that 
have fallen so disastrously on one whom 
we have found Innocent of any crime 
attributed to him.’’

Mr. Connery’s Remarks. 

At uhort notice Commissioner T. TL 
Connery of the Board of Education took 
the jdace of Rear AdmiraT Erbcn. who 
was expected to address the graduating 
class of the New York Nautical School 
on the old ship St. Mary’s, at East Twen¬ 
ty-fourth street and the East River, on 
the evening of October G. There was a 
great audience, among whom were several 
members of the Chamber of Commcrc® 
and Maritime Exchange, as well as rep¬ 
resentatives of the rnltcd Slates Navy. 
The New York Tribune tlUgLJreports bis 
remarks —Mr. Connery said he would 
avoid scattering the usual "chunks of 
wisdom" In the way of advice to the 
young graduates, and confine himself 
mainly to one branch of the subject—the 
treatment of sailors by captains and 
mates on board American ships. The 
cruelty still practised, he said, was a, 
disgrace 4o the American merchant ma¬ 
rine. and wholly Inexcusable, not to say 
unaccountable, at a tlrm> when nearly 
every other civilized Government bad 
succeeded In protecting the sullorman at 
sea and on Phore. The barbarities were 
mostlv to be met with on sailing ships In 
deep sea voyages, lie declared. He had 
witnessed them with ills own o.ves. and 
therefore spoke from personal knowledge. 
The country would do woll. he said, to 
copy the example of Great Britain in this 
case, especially if it wishes to recover the 
just carrying trade, and to encourago 
young men to go before the must on Am¬ 
erican ships. The host way to do this, lie 
suggested, was rigid enforcement of the 
jaws, which he asserted is not. done by 
American courts. Punish brutal shipmas¬ 
ters. and protect sailors on shore as well 
as at sea, as Great Britain does, he de¬ 
manded. Mr. Connery urged the young 
graduates to see to it. when they be¬ 
come shipmasters, Hint the sailors under 
th<;m were treated like human beings, not 
as If they were savage beast*. By doing 
this, he sahl. they would effect a reform 
worthy of ail praise and earn the grati¬ 
fication of their country.

It is always impressive anti helpful 
to have a statement intended as a rule 
of life uttered with authority and in 
language so simple and direct that it 
cannot be misunderstood. 

Jesus Christ, whose words these are, 
was not only the “Lord of Life/' but 
the Master of living. He spoke not 
only as one having authority, but out 
of an experience that had tested in His 
own life the rules He gave for guid¬ 
ance of others. 

That He exemplified both in letter 
and spirit the principle expressed in 
the text is so clearly a matter of his¬ 
tory that even His most persistent 
critics have not been able to gainsay. 
Nor should anyone fail to understand 
the force of the axiom :—“No man 
can serve two masters.” It is a uni¬ 
versal negative and asserts an impos¬ 
sible condition of service. It does not 
destroy the free exercise of the hu¬ 
man will, but it places a limitation upon 
the functions of that will. 

Wc are so constituted that, though 
one may boast of his independence in 
thought and action, nevertheless there 
is a mastery to which every one is 
ever rendering an obedient service. Wc 
mnst serve some master, but “no man 
can serve two masters.” Nevertheless 
wc arc confronted with the fact that 
the great majority of men arc endeav¬ 
oring to do the very thing which is 
here pronounced impossible and prov¬ 
ed to be so by all experience. Alas ! 
how many have fallen victims to this 
vain endeavor; how many are still en¬ 
gaged in the hopeless task of a dual 
service ! 

Tlie proposition is as true in the af¬ 
fairs of cvcrvday life, in the questions 
affecting political, civic, ethical, com¬ 
mercial and social relations and the 
numerous situations in which wc arc 
called upon to assume an attitude of 
service, as in the realm of religion and 
morals. The tendency of the age is 
to he non-committal, to straddle, to be 
on the fence, to serve two masters, 
when, as a matter of fact, such an ef¬ 
fort is a delusion and a snare, and in 
the end subverts the best interests of 
the individual and of the common weal. 
Compromise is always a sign of weak¬ 
ness. Conservatism is a sort of fetich 
of the day. In questions of honor and 
dishonor, of good report and evil re¬ 
port, of right and wrong, there is no 
middle ground upon which honest men 
can afford to stand. In such we are 
at the “parting of the ways,” and wc 
must follow one or the other. 

Especially is this true in matters of 
religion. Here the line of separation 
is so clearly defined that it cannot lion- 
e.Ntly be escaped. The Great Teacher 
gives a concrete example :—“Ye cannot 
serve God and Mammon.” God. as 
representing the very highest, because 
most perfect, mastery, and Mammon, 
as demanding the very lowest, because 
tho most degrading, service—each is an 
imperious and exacting master, and no 
man can be loyal to both. Their wills 
arc so different, their commands so op¬ 
posite and their ends so antagonistic 
that the occasion must frequently rise 
when one or the other will have to be 
despised and disobeyed if the other 
be honored and served. Trv as we may 
to elude the difficulty of tiie situation, 
we are forced to enlist in the service 
of the one or the other. Beyond a

THE NORTHWEST M.IOE 

AN AMERICAN'S opinion op 
THE POECE. 

They Have Figured Prominently 
in the Development of the 
Country. 

Like the Texas rangers of our 
southwestern frontier the northwest 
mounted police of Canada has for 
years stood between the wildly scat¬ 
tered settlement of the big Canadian 
territoiies and the roving bands of 
Indians writes an American corres- 
I>ondent from Calgary. Not that the 
Indians have caused trouble, as they 
never have, save in the instances of 
the Roll rebellions, but it is what 
might have done had the protection 
not been there. 

The Northwest is a land of rom¬ 
ance and adventure. It is mixed 
with soil, it savors of the fur trJder 
and the trapper, but none of this 
romance and adventure is more in¬ 
teresting than that contributed by 
tho mounted police. Hero is the 
story of its first encounter with the 
Indians of what was then a no-man’s 
land, as it was told to me by one 
of its old commanders some time 
ago : 

In 1874 the Blackfoot nation had 
camped upon the* Cypress hills, and 
from that eyjie their warriors kept 
watch upon the Cunaeian plains. Far 
to the eastward they saw the smoke 
of camp liros nt dusk, and by day 
the herds cf hufTulo disturbed, while 
scouts rode in reporting a new tribe 
of the Long Knives, the American 
cavalry, on the war trail, rupidly 
advancing. The Blnckfeet sent their 
women to the lear, painted for war, 
performed the solemnities of the war 
danc<», appealing to the Almighty for 
aid in battle, then act t.heir ambush 
ready, while they watched the enemy 
—vedettes, advance guard, transport 
rear guard—winding like a little 
snane over the waves of the golden 
grass. Could 1 hose be Long Knives? 
Tlie strangers hnd no "long knives," 
no swords, so they were not hostile 
Ameiioan cavalry to be wiped out. 
Then it was seen that they wore red 
coats—so they belonged to the Hud¬ 
son's Ray tribe ! That scarlet coat, 
worn by a Hudson’s Ray company’s 
officer when he sat in judgment, was 
known to all the rod Indians as the 
symbol of stairless honor and of 
fearless justice. Recause of the sign 
of the scarlet coat the terrible Black- 
foot nation came out of ambush, 
and gave a brotherly welcome to the 
northwest mounted polite. 

The Hudson's Ray company had 
ceded all Rupertsland, 2 , 000,000 
square miles or so, to the Canadian 
Dominion. The government hardly 
knew how to enter upon and occupy 
so gigantic an empire, but acted 
under the advice of a retired chief 
commissioner of the company. This 
<was Donald Smith, now Lord Strath- 
cona, and nt his .suggestion 300 
young Canadians were enlisted and 
drilled to form a body of cavalry, 
the Northwest mounted police. In 
18*74 they marched across the plains, 
met the Blackfoot nation, and form¬ 
ed that singular alliance which en¬ 
abled them to seize the territories 
without the shedding of blood. 

The liquor traders had been among 
the Blnckfeet, so that they wore 
sorely reduced by hunger and pesti¬ 
lence; but at onco the sale of alcohol 
was made penal, so that the Indians 
are now increasing yearly in numbers 
and wealth. A truce was arranged 
between the Blackfeet and their an¬ 
cient enemies, the Crees, which put 
an end to inter-tribal war. These 
red Indians of the plains, supposed 
to be the most formidable savages 
on earth, and numbering 32,000, 
wore subdued by 300 men, and in 
solemn treaties made allies of the 
Empire. 

A little to the southward lived the 
Sioux nation, ruled by the states¬ 
man, Sitting Bull, and the soldier, 
Spotted Tail, with 3,000 warriors. 
In 1876. having wiped out Gen.

So the Sioux swarmed into the 
fort, where they saw a couple of J 
officers armed with switches who i 
stood smiling blandly by the guard- 1 
room door. All round the squate 
were log buildings, loop-holed ami 
bristling with rifles. The Sioux 
force was neatly trapped by a gar¬ 
rison of 30 men, and at a word 
could be massacred. They b«»lto.|. 

Two days later, Sitting Hull font 
word from his camp to tie officer 
commanding : “Who are you, any¬ 
how ?” “North-wes.t Mounted Pol¬ 
ice.” “Well.” said the big chiri. 
“it'H no use killing men who are not 
afraid to die.” 

Now as soon as the BlacKfcet heard 
that the Sioux were at Wood Moun¬ 
tain post they came down for a 
fight, but were told by Maj. Walsh 
to camp and behave themselves. The 
little stockade was now surrounded, 
by 3,000 savages, all howling for 
blood, and resolved either to fight 
each other or to join hands and 
wipe out the police. To begin with, 
the Blackfeet stole 30 ponies from 
the Sioux, and Sitting Bull, their 
chief, brought his complaint to 
Wnl=;h. “Wait,'' said the major; 
then told off fix men with orders to 
bring the 30 stolen ponies out of the 
Blackfeet herd. In thoso days the 
Canadian lads thought no more of 
red Indians than they aid of black- 
beetles, so the six riders romped 
down into the Blackfoot herd; not 
knowing one pony from another, they 
tool* good measure, rounded up ISO 
horses, and gaily drove them past, 
the Blackfoot camp, which soothed 
out in furious pursruit. Then the six 
policemen ha\ ing"robbed and defied 
3.000 warriors, stampeded the pi lin¬ 
gered horses straight for the stock¬ 
ade. and rolled in just in time. 

Inside the fort the six troopers 
were paraded up to see Major Walsh, 
and thoy blushed and simpered be- 
enusa they were going to be praised. 
"Don't you know,” said Walsh, 
“t^int you'ke declared war against 
thii Blackfoot nation? I’ve a mind 
to gi\<» yon each three months* im¬ 
prisonment !“ 

Within an hour the Blackfeet sur¬ 
rendered their 30 Sioux horses to 
get hack the 180 which the police 
had stolen. 

Such were the beginnings of this 
mighty regiment.

The Monks Have Bed aimed a 

Large Tract of Wild Land 
in Ireland. 

From Cappoquln, in Waterford, Iro- 
land, there is a lonely five mile road 
that leads out of the world, up the 
elopes of the Knock meledown Moun¬ 
tains. to the Trappist monastery of 
Mount Mel lor ay. Along this road 
you will ttnd no sign of human in¬ 
dustry until the cross surmounted 
gates leading to the poor pastures 
warn you that you are on holy 
ground. Once within those gates 
you have left the world far behind 
you, and you ore received into a fam¬ 
ily to whom the voices of the world 
are silent, its interests dead, and 
where the whole business pf life is a 
preparation for eternity, says a 
wiiter in the London Mail. 

Founded sixty years ago by Irish 
Cistercians, who were expelled from 
France during the troubles that fol¬ 
lowed the accession of Louis Philippe 
the community has prospered under 
the industry of the monks, who have 
reclaimed a largo tract of wild 
mountain land, planted it with trees, 
and reared the plain quadrangle of 
buildings that forms their prison and 
their homo. 

It is a place of silence, strangely 
peaceful and melancholy. The Trap¬ 
pist rule forbids all speech except of 
prairo or prayer, and all nc:essary 
communication is made by flgns. 
This, rule is only suspended in the 
case of those attending on gu<j3ts or 
transacting business, but even the 
guests are expected to practice ifl- 
ence, and, indeod, the atmosphere of 
the place is discouraging to speech. 
So, day in, day out, there is, save 
for the boll and the offices, hardly a 
sound but of the dripping rain, tfco 
chirp of birds, the wind in the tiees 
or footsteps in the cloisters. 

The fathers wear a white, the lay 
brothers a brown habit; and in the 
long corridors and cloisters one sees 
them like ghosts pacing up and down 
with folded hands, avoiding the 
glance and oven the presence of the 
stranger. The hush of human voices 
dwells here like a presence, stiff:ing 
the mind, 

ENCOURAGING THE SOUL. 

Here all day, however, mingle the 
rounds of labor and praise, the low¬ 
ing of cattle with the booming of 
the chapel organ, the ling of tho 
smith’s anvil with the Grego-iian 
plain song. From prime to com¬ 
pline the monastery' be.l is never for 
long dumb, but is continually sum¬ 
moning the abbot from his cell, the 
father from his meditations, tho 
brother from his work in the fields, 
the guest from the guest house; or 
ringing out its massage of the up¬ 
lifted Host across the empty moun¬ 
tain side, where there arc no cars to 
hoar or heads to be bowed, but only 
tho idle cattle and the indifferent 
birds. 

The monks rise at 2 o'clock in the 
morning all the year round, except 
on Sundays and feast days, when 
they rise an hour earlier. From 
that hour until 8 o’clock at night 
they are continually occupied with 
tho offices, as well as by their man¬ 
ual work, and their time is so divid¬ 
ed and apportioned that tire hours 
and days seem to glide away easily 
enough.

ABOARD A TORPEDO BOAT 

MARVELLOUS NIGHT MANOEU¬ 
VRES AT SEA. 

Th« Boats Plunge About in the 

Dark With Apparent 
Recklessness. 

W. R. Holt writes in tho London 
Express of the recent British naval 
manoeuvres. He accompanied one 
of tho fleets on a torpedo beat. Ho 

says: 

It was a week of very heavy work, 
such as few landsmen would cm- to 
face. Cruising all night and every 
night through stormy seas, Z'ce men 
off duty taking such rest as they 
fccould on wet decks beside thc guns, 
^the sailors were as cheery as sand¬ 
boys, and when they grumbled it 
was out of habit rather than of con¬ 
viction. 

Whilo wo were in full chase after 
the destroyer's a signalman declared 
that he saw a efuiser ahead. On the 
instant wo were after her, leaving tho 
enomy’s destroyers to amuse them- 
!solves according to their own fancy. 

| We boxily wanted to torpedo a cruis¬ 
er, so wo called our own torpedo 
'craft into line. This was one of the 
'neatest and smartest bi^s of work of 
the night. Although in the wind and 
rain we could only sec two of tha 
flotilla, they were all in touch with 
each other, and they came plunging 
back under the wings of thc gun 
boat. Thc signalling aparutus was 
an ingenious contrivance—a lamp 
with a very long snout, showing a 
tiny flicker of light to the object at 
which it was aimed, and invisible to 
everything else. The torpedo craft 
tumbled into lino in obedience to' 
thc clicks. 

VALUE FOR MONEY. 

I The signalmen were ordered to re- 
Iport on tho suspect every few sec¬ 
onds—what they made of her, and 
why; in which direction she was go¬ 
ing, and how fast. Then there were 
incessant orders to tho engine room 
jalf^the flotilla, and a quick glance 
round to see that nothing had been 
overlooked.

EMPIRES SAVED BE WIDE 

TELEGRAMS 07 VERY GREAT 
MOMEKT. 

Message Gave Russians Pori Ar¬ 
thur—Another Staved Off a 
War. 

On Sunday, May 10 th, 1857, news 
came by wire from Meerut to Delhi 
that a number of the men of the 3 rd 
Nativo Cavalry were to bo punished 
for refusing' to bite their cartridges. 
It may bo remembered that it was 
the supposed fact of tho cartridges 
being greased with lard which was 
tho immediate cause of the outbreak 
of the Indian Mutiny. 

Mr. Todd, who was in charge of 
the telegraph office at Delhi, started 
for Meerut early on the Monday 
morning to ascertain tho cause of a. 
sudden breakdown of tho wire. Hq 
met the mutineers, and was killed. 

! At the Delhi office wero left two 
boys named Brendish and Pilking- 
I ton. 

I About eleven o’clock heavy firing 
began in tho city, just outside tho 
walls of which tho telegraph office 
I lay. Then a woundod British officer 
came by in a carriage. But the 
boys remained nt their posts tele- 
graphing the news of events through 
to Lahore bv way of Umballa. which 
was the only line relnaining open. 

At two in the afternoon Delhi 
was taken by tho mutineers from 
.Meerut, and all the Europeans were 
massacred. Brendish sent the news 
through, and ended with the words, 

"AND NOW I AM OFF.” 

I It was this message which enabled 
General Lawrence at Lahore to dis- 
j arm the Sepoys there before they 
1 heard the news of the capture of Del- 
'hi. If this precaution had not been 
‘taken, these regiments which were 
'mutinous to the core, would most 
certainly have risen, and tho rebol- 
I lion would have spread all through 
] the Punjab. As it was, the great 
province remained penceful, and ac¬ 
tually proved the salvation of India, 
for it was regiments from tho north- 
! west which inflicted their first de¬ 
feats on the mutineers. 

I Both Brendish and Pilkington os- 
leaped safely, and tho former retired 
! only a few years ago with a pension 
' of about $15 a week. 

| Lord Rosebery was tho sender of 
' one of the most important telegrams 
which over loft England. Early in 
2893 France fell out with Siam. On 
July 20th of that year France pre¬ 
sented an ultimatum to the Siamese 
Government, and friendly vessels wore 
given three days to clear out of tho 
harbor of Bangkok.

TRADE AND MEALS. 

A Nation’s Food Eill3 and 
Commerce. 

Statistics have been collected to 
show that thc measure of tho pros¬ 
perity of a country is the amount of 
food consumed by its inhabitants—in 
other words, that diet and commerce 
go hand in hand. The countries 
which consume the largest amount 
of food and drink per capita* are 
the countries which huve Ihe largest 
surplus for export to other lands: 
the countries which nro abstemious 
or moderate in their consumption of 
food and drink have little surplus to 
send away. 

The average cost of food per capi¬ 
ta in the United States is 60 cents 
a day; the United States stands at 
the head of exporting countries with 
an average of $1,250,000,000 in a 
year. 

The average consumption of food 
and drink in England is 50 cents per 
capita, and England stands second 
on the list of exporting countries. 
Germany is tho third with Am export 
trade of more than SI .000.000,000. 
and 45 cents a day the average per 
capita spent for food and drink 
(beer included). 

France has an export trade of 
$ 800 , 000,000 a year and the average 
expense to each inhabitant for food 
and drink is 40 cents a day. Russia, 
with an export trade of $875,600,- 
000, expends 20 cents a day on food 
and drink per capita, nnd Italy with 
$275,000,000 of annual exports, 
spends 18 cents a day. in macaroni, 
wine and other articles of diet. i 

All of which convinces statisticians 
who have unearthed this notion of 
relation of productiveness to diet 
that "three meals a day for each 
inhabitant" is the open door to 
world power in commerce, manufac¬ 
tures and the surplus products arf a 
fertile soil.

Other countries besides our own 
have profited largely by the use of 
thc telegraph wire. It is said that

, war.

Another Far Eastern telegram, a 
brutal one it has been considered, 
has since been said to have been thc 
means of saving Manchuria to tho 
Russians. It was that which led to 
tho horrible massacres at Blagovcst- 
chonsk, in which many hundreds of 
Chinese lost their lives, 
j The Russian general Gribsky, who 
'was in command at Blagovcstchcnsk. 
j wired to thc Russian governor of 
(the province of Kharbarovsk, asking 
; what wus to be done. The answer 
came: "In war, burn and destroy." 
j It has since come out that thc in- 
! cidcnt which led to this exchange of 
wires was that the Chinese .^topped a 
Russian steamer on tho river and 
fired on it. killing several of the 
crew, and the Russians say that, had 
they not acted promptly, tho rebel¬ 
lion would have spread like wildfire 
all over the country. 

PROPERTY OF GREAT VALUE 
has often been saved by wire. For 
instance, when Johannesburg was 
taken from the Boers by our troops, 
a telegram sent by Colonel Macken¬ 
zie, the military governor, stopped 
tho payment of a certain cheque on 
the French Bank of South Africa, 
and thereby saved $200,000 to tho 
British owners of thc money. 

I On another occasion a shoal of 
herrings was seen off tho Island of 
Stronsay by an officer of the Fishery 
Board. He at once wired particul¬ 
ars to every station in Orkney, with 
the result that 108 boats went out, 
and ca/ught herrings, which sold for 
$ 10 , 200 . 

. More recently a wireless wire was 
the means of saving one of thc most 
valuable ships in the world from 
serious danger, if not from actual 
destruction. The Kaiser Wilhelm, 
due at Plymouth at 8 a.m., did not 
reach the Lizard till 11.30. When 
the Marconi Station got into com¬ 
munication with her^ she reported 

that she had been steaming through 
very dense fog for a thousand miles. 
She at onco asked that the fog sig¬ 
nal might be blown to give her some 
idea of her whereabouts, for where 
she lay the fog was thicker than 
ever. It was only by aid of the 
fog-horn that the ship, which is one 
of the three fastest of ocean grey¬ 
hounds. was able to get her bearings, 
and so steer clear of thc terrible 
rocks which lino the Cornish coast, 
j Sir Harry Johnston, tho famous 
, Central African governor nnd explor¬ 
er. was the author of what is said 
jto have been tho shortest of all im- 
jportant dispatches. It was after his 
successful encounter with that re¬ 
doubtable slavo trader Tmose, who 
at one timo threatened most serious 
trouble in the hinterland of Uganda. 
Sir Harry’s telegram to Lord Salis¬ 
bury ran as follows: "Advanced 
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against Tmose; defeated, captured, 

banged him.—Johnston."

Text of the Leaion, I. Kings ill., 
4-15. Golden Text, Prov. 

ix., 10. 

The statement in verse 8 that "Sol¬ 
omon loved the Lord" is about tho 
best thing that could bo said of 
him, hut it is not so grand as that 
in II. Sam. xii., 24, 25, "the Lord 
loved him," nor is it so great as 
the significance of his name Jcdidiah, 
the beloved of the Lord. Our love 
to God is so poor compared v;ith 
His love to us that it is neither 
worth singing about nor talking 
about; it is too often something like 
Solomon’s, who, though he walked 
In. the statutes of David, Yt'te father 
yet sacrificed and burned incense in 
high places and made affinity with 
Pharaoh. There is little whole 
heartedness for God notwithstanding 
II. Chron. xvi., 0. 

Tho afk of God was in a tent 
which David had pitched for it in 
Jerusalem, but tho tabernacle and 
altar of burnt offering were at Gibe- 
on (II. Chron, i., 3, 4), and thither 
Solomon and all the congregation 
had gone to offer sacrifice, and there 
the Lord appealed to Solomon in a 
dream by night, and God said to 
him, Ask whiat I shall givo thee. The 
Lord’s appearing to His servants ia 
a most interesting and inspiring 
study from tho time whei^Tle cloth¬ 
ed Adam and Eve (Gen. iii., 21 ) and 
onward, but as in tho olden time so 
now His usual method is to reveal 
Himself by His word (1 Sam. iii., 
18). The Lord's offer to Solomon 
at this time reminds us of Est. v., 3, 
G; I. Kings x., 13; Luke xviii., 41; 
Matt.vii., 7; xxi., 22; John xiv., 13, 
14; xVt, 7; Isa. xiv., 11, 1. c. But 
what do we know of the power o! 
such words? How much do we asli 
und receive, or what do wo know of 
tho gseat and mighty things of Jor. 
xxxiif., 3? 

Solomon’s reply to God beg ini 
with nil acknowledgment of great 
mercies to his father and to himself, 
a thing most appropriate in all out 
approaches to God (Prov. iii., 6 ; 
Phil. iv., 6 ). Notice the worda 
"thou hast" in five different connec¬ 
tions in this prayer—thou hast show¬ 
ed, kept, given, made, chosen, giv¬ 
ing all the glory to God in all thes< 
things. We arc reminded of David'i 
prayer in I. Chron. xxix., 10-19, 
where he acknowledges so humbly hia 
own nothingness and God’s great¬ 
ness and bounty, using tho pronouns 
Thou, Thy, Thine, Thee, at least 
twenty times.. Our highest place i* 
lying low at our Redeemer’s feet, 
glorying not in wisdom nor might 
nor riches, but in knowing Him who 
is in Himself all wisdom and wealth 
and power (Jer. ix., 23, 24). 

His conscious weakness and ignor¬ 
ance Solomon sets forth in the 
words "I am but a little child; 1 
know not how to go out or come 
in" (verso 7), reminding us of Jer. 
i., G. If ho had always remained 
consciously weak and had leaned 
wholly on the Lord how diff^ent 
would his record have been. Uzziah, 
one of his successors, was marvel¬ 
ously helped till ho was strong, but 
then his heart was lifted up to hii 
destruction (II. Chron. xxvi., 15, 
1G). Not in pride, but only in hu¬ 
mility, can we walk with God (Mic., 
vi., 8 , margin). 

His request as given in verse 9 ia 
stated in II Chron. i.

can duties on farm products are much 
higher than the Canadian duties, and 
suggesting that the latter should be 
made equal to the former. 

The Spectator would not publish 
matter of that sort; it would have 
more respect for the intelligence of 
its readers. For what are the fasts ? 

McKinley tariff, passed by Coti* 
press in fB90, added greatly to the 
American, duties on farm products, 
which, prior to that, had been fairly 
moderate from a protectionist point 
of view. Did the Tory Government 
then in office at Ottawa respond by 
putting up the Canadian duties to the 
same high level ? If not, why 
If protection increases the market value 
of farm products in exporting coun¬ 
tries like Canada and the United 
States, which the Montreal bosses 
maintain, obviously the Tory party 
either betrayed the Canadian farmer 
on that occasion, or else did not believe 
in that doctrine. Which was it ? 

Tie Wilson tariff came after the 
McKinley tariff and was succeede! in 
1897 by the Dingley tariff, which is 
still in force. The DiDgley duties on 
farm products do not differ much from 
the McKinley duties ; on the whole, 
perhaps they are a shade lower. But 
when the Tories now indict the Lib¬ 
erals lor not increasing the Canadian 
duties iu 1897— for not increasing 
them, indeed, to the height of the 
DiDgley duties, which is the indict¬ 
ment preferred in the Montreal litera¬ 
ture—it is clear they lay themselves 
open to the overwhelming retort ; 
“ Why on earth, then, did you, who 
profess to be sincere protectionists, 
not set the example in 1890 ? Did you 
disregard the farmer’s well being, or 
were you satisfied that protecting a 
man who has a surplus which he must 
sell in a Free Trade market was sheer 
buncombe ? 

If it be asked by way of what 
lawyers call surrejoinder, “ Why did 
the Liberals, if they do not believe in 
the value of agriculture protection in 
exporting countries as a price-raising 
talisman, allow tho Tory duties on 
farm products to remain ?” the answer 
is that they had a big job on their 
bauds in reducing tho duties on factory 
goods and could not be blamed if they 
declined to raise othor issues. But the 
point just now is that the Montreal 
leaders of the Tory party are virtually 
impeaching it to-day for neglecting 
the farmer’s interests from 1878 to 
1S9G. It is no wonder the Spectator is 
upset and praying to be delivered from 
its friends.

ELECTRIC ROAD FROM TORONTO 
TO OTTAWA. 

Nothing has been heard for some 
time of the proposed electric railroad 
between Toronto and Ottawa, by way 
of Kingston. Thi# road has been in 
contemplation for upwards of two 
years, but it now begins to lock as 
though there would soon be “some¬ 
thing doing.” The company proposes 
in addition to furnishing beneficial 
railroad facilities, to be able to ^ve 
cheap electricity for power purposes, 
thereby booming manufacturing in¬ 
dustries in the towns and cities 
through which the line will pass. 
Already some of the municipalities 
between Trenton and Brockvillo are 
moving in the matter and promising 
aid to tho new enterprise ; without 
the co-operation of the municipalities 
through which the line will pass, the 
company cannot undertake the enter¬ 
prise. The scheme has been publicly 
discussed in some of the towns, and 
endorsed, and assurance is given that 
every assistance will be tendored tho 
company. 

Writing upon tho proposod scheme, 
A. E. Pond, Boston, representing tho 
stockholders, lias the following to say, 
in part: 

“We communicated with officials of 
several municipalities between Na- 
paneo and Toronto relative to addit¬ 
ional railroad facilities and cheap 
power for manufacturing and lighting 
purposes. We had not intended to 
communicate with them as our plans 
are not fully completed, and would not 
have done so had we not been informed 
that public meetings were being held 
and the municipalities wore anxious 
to make some move at once. Our 
letter has been so well received that 
we take tho liberty of addressing you 
relative to the matter. It is our desire 
to extend the road to Brockviile, pro¬ 
vided the same receives support between 
Napaneo and Brockviile, for we realize 
that we must have hearty co-operation 
in order to make our enterprise a 
success. 

“S .une time ago we were approached 
lelative to building an electric road 
from Toronto to Brockviile, thence to 
Ottawa, under a charter granted by 
the Ontario Government, known as the 
Ontario Eelectric Railway company, 
of which Sir Richard Cartwright is 
the president. This projects takes a 
great deal of money and cannot be 
entered into without first being thor¬ 
oughly familiar with every point both 
as regards cost of construction and 
earning power ; and we at once pro¬ 
ceeded to have the matter thoroughly 
investigated so that we might become 
familiar with the probable cost and 
the income to be derived. The pre¬ 
liminary work consumed a great deal 
of time, antHPwas late in the season 
when tho same was completed. We 
ate absolutely convinced that an 
electric line such as is contemplated 
will pay handsomely. ■ 

“It was our intention to commence 
construction in the spring, beginning 
at Trenton, and building to Belleville, 
and to continue building under the 
charter as occasion might warrant. 
Our plans have already been com¬ 
pleted to carry on tho work in this 
way until eventually the road will be 


line in the best possible manner so that 
fast time may be made ; and if con¬ 
ditions warrant it, as we think they 
will, to give a half-hourly service, 
moving freight as much as possible 
during tho night. The road will be 
constructed as far as possible on a 
private right of way properly fenced, 
and in the cities will run on such 
streets and at such speed as munici¬

Storing Root Ciop3* 

Every fanner k:ii*\vs the difficulty oi 
so storing roots tu facilitate the 
handling of them in winter. Some 
have no pits or cellars convenient in 
the barn.-., and consequently -one the 
root.-, ill pits outride. Of omr-c, the 
outdoor method i-> nut always the 
best, for the roots will u-nnetiuies keep 
in as round condition when sjored in 
that manner a* by any other prove .s, 
but when the season i-. well advanced 
and the ground is hard and frozen it 
becomes a very difficult matter to y>-t 
at the crop when wanted for use. It 
a large crop i.-> stored in-ide tile bant, 
unless the location i; situated as to 
be under the influence of an ewn 
temperature, the handling of the roots 
endangers them when the weather is 
extremely cold, and causes tlit-m to 
sprout as the temperature beeofnes 
high* Here, then, are two difficulties 
to IJ^ avoided, which are heat and 
j colil. What, the fanner 'willies is to 
More the roots in uch 4 manner as to 
keep iliem at an even temperature, 
preserve them in a good condition, 
and to l^c easily handled when he 
wishes Tfl use them i .r feeding. OM 
course, it is well known that the time! 
for storing the er-c'-i is in the fall,! 
but it is never tbo bi to repack them,! 
winch can be d<*i- when the weather! 
hs only moficraieb cold. Tin- best plan' 
for so doing is t-. g-t some dry dirt,' 
coal ashes or dr\ .-.1 wdust. In :• bin,! 
barrel cvr box lay two inches of the ' 
packing material, and upon this make! 
a layer of root- and do not let them 
quite touch one another. Fill the 
spaces with .packing material, and sol 
continue until the receptacle is tull.j 
By tliis method they can be taken nut 
for use in any quantity desired, andi 
they will keep much Utter than ii' 
stored in heaps, wili not freeze not 
heal, and will keep until the next crop 
comes in. Even potatoes, both sweet 
and white, may be tuns preserved. Be 
careful that the packing material is 
dry. Moisture should be avoided as 
much as possible. At the present time 
the difficulty is to procure dry dirt, 
which is the best material to use, 
while wood ashes arc not plentiful. 
Fine sawdust is the next best sub¬ 
stance, but not equal to dry dirt. 
Plaster is excellent, but somewhat ex¬ 
pensive. Wheat chaff is good, and so 
is straw when cut in half-inch lengths. 
It is best to do such work, however, 
at the time oi harvesting the crop.— 
Philadelphia Record. *
